Esquimalt would have been closed. 

Sir Archibald—he 1s the first “Cana- 
dian Admiral” having been born in 
Beauport, Quebec—in proposing the 
toast of the Dominion, said, speaking 
of our navy: * 

‘The British navy will rejoice to see 
your navy grow tn strength for the de- 
fence of the Dominion, I know there 


ia good material in Canada for such a 
navy.”

Our Second Duty. Fas 
The Minister of Marine, responding, 
sald: As regards the navy, we are as 
yet In our infancy—we.are just begin- ¢ 
ning the task—and I happen to ben 
London as your guest to-night because 
my Government hay thought that we 
shouid establish in Canada a naval re- 
serve, or some!kind of organization. 
that Mttle by Mttle will come to form 
Part of the great British navy, and be 
a power In defending the Empire wher- 
ever and whenever the occasion may 
arise. We have an !mmense territory— 
larger than that of our neighbors in 
the United States—and our first duty, 
as every good. Britisher will acknowl- 
edge, Js to develop our country and 
its resources, in order that -we may 
be In a position to took tg our nelgh- 
bors as friends, but as ‘[M@ependent 
from them, and not as thelr tribu- 
tarles. That is our first duty; but there 
fs another duty which devolves upon

Taking Over, Dockyards. 


Iam not betraying any secret when 
I szy, what Is now known to both poll- 
tical partles in England, that negotia- 
tlons have been entered Into between 
the Canadian Covernment ana ind, aa- 
miralty os regards a cession of 
the Important marine docks at Hallfdx 
and Esquimalt. You are perfectly 
aware that the Br&!sh Government has 
alrendy decided that garrisoning, as 
well as all connected with the Jocal or 
provisional protection of the colonies, 
is, in future, to be left in the hands of 
the colonies. The Dominion Govern. 
ment has taken In hand the question 
of the militia, and {¢ remains for the 
Department of Marine to take In hand 
the defence of our coast. The first 
question to be decided concerned the 
docks at Halifax and Sequimalt, which 
cost the Imperial Government many 
millions of doilara, and the nucleus of 
the new Canadian navy depended a 
Rreat deat on what the Admiralty de- 
elded to d> towards Canada regarding 
those important docks. I must say 
that the negotiations entered Into be- 
tween the Canadian Government and 
the Admiralty through Lord- Strath- 
cona, our High Commisison:r in Lon- 
don, were in such a condition when 3 
left Canada, that, really, If I had bern 
authorized by my colleagyes In the 
council, the matter wo have been 
closed. * } 

Will Do Our Part. 

Unfortunately-—I- say unfortunately 
without making any political allustos— 
thero was a change of Government— 
and that is: probably’ why’ I am here 
to-night.

Ho did not seo any- 
thing wrohg in thus writing on: his 
superiors letter. Mr. Webster's salary 
in the fishertes branch ls $1,400 a year.

It 
Was alleged that Mr. Bastedo had al- 
lowed a claim of $150 for damages, but 
it was disclosed that Mulligan‘'s claim 
was $940, and the $150 was a compro- 
mise. Webster could not suggest any 
political significance to this, 

The Hole matter came ‘up again, and 
it appears that Duncan Bole didn't pay 
much attention to Mr. Bastedo’s re- 
Quest that he send’In vouchers.” The 
fugitive ballot-awitcher is shown on the 
books to owe the province $38, funds 
not turned In, but Sr, Webster thinks 
the real amount of the deficiency Is 
larger. 

“1 Am a Civil Servant” 
“What ore your politics?” Mr, Hell- 
muth asked the witness, 

“Am I obliged to answer that? I 
am a civil servant,” appealed Mr. Web- 
ster to the commiasioner, who said he 
didn't care what the politics of either 
of the gentlemen were.® Witness sald 
his only present connection with the 
Dominion Government wag that he was 
drawing his superannuation from them. 

James Mulligan, a clerk In the Fish- 
erics’ Department, was the interesting 
Witness at the afternoon seasion, for he 
explained the mutilation of letters and 
letter books. Letters that were copled 
by mistake in the ordinary books were 
cut out and placed on the private book 
when the mistake was discovered. It 
was voderstood that letters to M. P's 
or M. P. P's were tu’ be copied in the 
private book. 

Explains Mutilation. - 

As to some letters of the department 
which had been cut In two, Sr. Mulit- 
gan explained that often letters would 
refer to two or more different matters, 
20 they’ were cut into portions to be 
filed away with other documents deal- 
ing with the matters they referred to. 
This had occurred quite often. Mulll- 
gan had never seen Mr. Baatedo take 
a letter out of a letter book or destroy 
one. He could not explain the missing 
pages in the letter books, or the rea- 
son for tearing off the numbers, 

Another witness’ was Miss Agnes 
Wallace, a stenographer In the Fish- 
erles’ Deparfment, who had charge of 
the Indexing of the letter book and had 
scen personal letters transferred from , 
the general book to the private one. , 
She had never received instructions | 
from Mr. Bastedo to cut out any letters, 
or to destroy her note books, Mr, Web- 
ster had asked her in the two weeks If

the books, she held them for a Jong 
time until she thought they were of no 
use. 

The enquiry was adjourned till next 
Wednesday to give the commissioner 
an opportunity to attend to his other 
oficial duties, as he is mayor of Lon- 
don.

No. 3. By ft ¢7,000 square miles of land 
were bought from the Indlans. It ts 
situated between” the watershed of 
Lake Superior and the northwest angle 
of the Lake of the Woods and the Am- 
erican border to the watershed of Hud- 
son) Bay. 

For this land the Indians were given 
$13 for each person belonging to the 
tribe; $1,500 per annum for the pure 
chase of twine and ‘ammunition for 
fishing and hunting, two hoes, a spade, 
one axe, one cross-cut saw, one hand 
saw and other articles for each family 
Cultivating the soll. and many other 
articles. Each chief was to receive $25 
& year and each subordinate $15 a year 
and a sult of clothes every three years. 

An average of 2,471 Indians every 
year have been beneficiaries. The num- 
ber within the territory cede ‘to the 
Government and outside the Province 
is 131, The Dominion Government aro 
suing to recover the amount paid to 
the Indlana within tho province.

per ton Jess than the large coal. Slack 
from 1 good Welsh steam coal is real'y 
remarkable value for money as com- 
pared with the Jerge coal from which 
{t is separated. Generally speaking, 
twenty tons of such slack will evapo- 
rate fully as much water as ninctocn 
tons of the large coal, and assuming 
thelr respective costs per ton to be 15 
shillings and 20 shillings the saving to 
the steam user will be the difference 
in cost between twenty tons at 15 
shillings per ton and nineteen tons st 
20 shiilings per ton, say £4.—VW, F., 
Goodrich In Engincering Magazine.

ODD WAY IN WHICH A LIFE PRISONER. 
WON HIS FREEDOM. - 


The Story of the Construction ef 
jthe Old Statehouse at Albany—Tho™ 
Price of a Genlus Who Saw and 
Grasped His Opportunity. 


Vouched for by the late Henry Smith, 
‘who sald he learned the fact throbgh 





an interesting bit of history. connected 
with the old statehouse at Albany, 
Where it bas stood for years, the finest 
example of pure Doric architecture in 
this country, on the casterly side of Ea- 
gie street, between Pine and Steuben 
streets, its walls and partitions all of 
solid stone, very much as jf Its halls, 
rooms and stairs had been carved out 
within a huge block of marble. 

It. was completed In 1842, costing the 
state about $350,000. It is built entirely 
of Sing Sing marble, quarried and cut 
within the prison wal! 

The old capitol being foadequate to 
accommodate tho increasing business 
of the state, this additional building 
was planned and bullt and fs still used 
for the offices of the state comptroller, 
the state engineer and surveyor and the 
state banking department. 

In a spirit of economy it was decided 
to have as much as possible of the 
work done by the prisoners from the 
material found within the prison walls 
at Sing Sing, fairly good material, too, 
but not the best, as it is a soft marble, 
as evidenced by the wear which now. 
shows so plainly In the steps an@ by the 
crumbling of some of the stones from 
exposure to the weather, All the mate- 
rial was cut to completion within the 
walls of the prison under such plang 
that when shipped to Albany thcre 
would be no further work necessary 
except practically to lay one stone up- 
on another, and so on until the whole 
was assembled in the completed bulld- 
ing. ’ 

To accomplish this detailed pian a 
system of marking the stoncs was nec- 
essary. The plans were carefully made 
and a system of marking elaborately 
Jaid out by the architect in charge, who 
found In the prison at Sing Sing a life 
prisoner whose record showed him to 
be an engincer of the highest ability 
snd who seemed as competent as any 
man In the country to carry out the 
work to be done in the prison, and nat- 
urally he was not. unwilling to follow 
his chosen profession In preference to 
doing the manual labor of cutting or 
quarrying stone. So, following the 
spirit of economy referred to above, the 
plans in detall and the system of mark- 
{ug were turned oxer to bim and the 
whole work nt that end given’ over to 
bis full superintendence and absflute 
control, 

In due time the stones In thelr vari- 
ous shapes and sizes and In quantity 
for the whole building were delivered 
in Albany and the work of construc: 
tion commenced Ja accordance with the 
plans end system of marking original- 
ly furnished. With the very first stone 


there was trouble. It not only did not- 


fit the place, but none of the stones 
marked to adjoin it fitted it, and, fur- 
ther, It did not secm ever Intended for 
the place the number Indicated. In- 
vestigation brought out that the stones 
were not of the sizes or shapcs specl- 
fed and sbown on the plans, and, as to 
the system of marking, It was quite 
cyident that the stones brought togeth- 
Fi by it had no relation whatever to 
ch other, 

The bewildered architect hardly knew 
whether he was a candidate for the 
asylum or possibly for Slug Sing. Low- 
over, a careful verification of his plans 
and his marking systcin proved their 
correctness, and the blame fell square 
ly upon the civil engineer, the life pris- 
oner, He was questioned, taken severe- 
ly to task and roundly rated for his in- 
competence and threatencd and abused. 
{ He met it all calmly. “It looks to mo 

like a might} good Joke on you fellows. 

Anyway It Is the best joke I have heard 

since I camo to Sing Sing.” , 

As to their continucd threats he said: 

“What can-you do to a life prison- 
er?" 

Finally, In.answer to the abuse and 
alurs as to bis capabilities as an en- 
gineer, be sald he had changed the 
plans both in dimension and shape 
where they had diverged from purity 
of style, and the system of marking 
ho had changed altogether, but if they 
could find some one who understood 
his system the building would go up 
complete and perfect, excelling the 
original plan. “But,’* he added, with a 
grin, “you can probably get out new 
stone 2 good deal quicker than you 
can work-out my system.” 

Then the state officials said, “We will 
take you to Albany and force you to 
put up the building.”

SIZE OF A THUNDERBOLT. 


Gevlogists Have a Syatem hy Which 
Scch Neasures Aro Taken, 

“Did you ever see the diameter cf n 
Ughtning dash measured?" a loa 
Reologist. “Well, bere fs the case which 
once Inclosed a fash of Ughtuing, Otted 
it exactly, so that you can see how big 
it was, ‘This {s cailed a ‘fulgarite,’ or 
‘iightning hole. and the material [t 1s 
made of Iq glass, 

“When a bolt of lightning strikes a 
bed of sand It plunges downwant into 
the sand for a distance less or greater, 
transforming simullaneously into glass 
the silica In the material through which 
it passes, Thus by Its great heat It 
forms a glass tube of precisely its own 
size. 

“Now and then such a tube, known 
as a fulgarite, is found and dug up, 
Fulgarites have been followed into the 
rand by excavations for nearly thirty 
feet. They vary in interior diameter 
from the size of a quill to three Inches 
or More, according to the ‘bere’ of the 
flash But fulgarites are not produced 
alone In sand. They are found also in 
solid rock, though very naturally of 
slight depth, and frequently existing as 
a thin, glassy covering on the surface, 

“Such fulgarites occur in astoulshing 
abundance on the summit ef Little Ara- 
rat, Im Armenia. The rock ts so soft 
and porous that blocks « foot long can 
Se obtained, perforated in all direc- 
tons by little tubes Oiled with bottle 
green glass formed from the fused 
rock. 

“Some wonderfs! fulgarites were 
found by Humboldt on the bigh Nevada 
de Toluca, In Mexico. Masses of the 
tock were corered with a thin layer of 
green glass, Its peculiar shimmer in 
the sun led Humboldt to ascend the 
precipitous peak at the risk of bis life.”

But ‘not alone to Lew 
Wallace do we have to go to find a de- 
scription of its loneliness. The Greeka 
and Romans used to say, “All Arabia 
fs divided Into three parts—Arabla Pe- 
trae, or the stony part; Arabla Deserta, 
or the desert part, and Arabla Felix, 
or the happy part.” But where the 
stony part ends and the desert part 
begins {s very hard to distinguish, 
while the happy part is of very small 
area, 80 small that for the most part 
Arabia {s Inhabited only by wandering 
nomad Bedouln tribes. Thus. when 
Paul wrote the words of my text, 
“Nelther went I up-to Jerusalom to 
them which were apostles before mo, 
but I went Into Arabia,” he practically 
meants this: “Instead of going at once 
into a great city as soon as I wus con- 
verted I departed Into a desert place.

I want the 
teachings of Christ In every sense to 
become part of my Ife" Then the 
mighty Paul bends upon me his xreat 
soulful eyes, full of earnest beseech- 
ment, as he says, “Would‘at thou have 
me conversant with the messages of 
men and not conversant with ‘what my 
Lord and Master Jesus Christ ts .and 
what he wants me to do?” 

But a mere knowledge of God's word 
Was not a sufficient equipment to have 
made Paul the highest type of a gospel 
evangelist, A man may know ali 
about the Bible and yet not have one 
Particle of spiritual power in his heart, 
He may study his Bible in exactly the 
samo sense as I might study the my- 
thology of the Greeks and the Romans 
or learn why Mecca and Modina and 
Jerusalem and Hobron are the four 
sacred cilies of the Mohammedan and 
why Siva and Vishnu appear with Bud- 
dha at the shrines of India. Knowl- 
edge may be one of the great essentials 
for vpiritual power, but knowledge of 
the word of God does not always prove 
that the spirit of Christ has been trahs- 
lated into the desires of our own hearta. 

Take, for instance, the history of the 
dark ages. Did the knowledge which 
the Roman Catholic hierarchy had of 
the Bible make them true gospel evan- 
sellsts? A short time ago I was read- 
ing that most marvelous, fascinating 
history ever written by mortal pen, 
Motley's “Rise of the Dutch Republic.” 
“In the eighteen years of Torquema- 
da's administration,” he wrote, “10,220 
individuals were burned alive and 97,- 
321 punished with Infamy, confiscation 
of properjy or perpetual imprisonment, 
so that the total number of families 
destroyed in this one persecution 
amounted to 114,401." Did the knowl- 
edge of the word of God make Torque- 
mada a true evangelist of Jesus Christ? 
Has the knowledge of the Bible made 
some of your friends Christians and 
true disciples of your Divine Master? 
Why, some of the meanest men you 
ever know were members of the Chris- 


.unn church. They were not only 


church members, but also teachers in 
the Sunday school, yet when you met 
them In a business way you intultively 
knew thelr hearts had never been 
touched by the living coals of fire from 
off the altar of the Holy Spirit. You 
knew they were not converted men. 
They may have known the Bible from 
Nd to Nd. Their creed or thelr theo- 
logy of the head was all right, dut the 
Christology of the heart was all wrong. 
As they studied the word of God they 
did not pray ilke Paul: “Lord, what. 
wilt thou have me to do? Lord, make 
me thy servant. Lord, forgive my sins, 
Lord, help me to save my fellow men” 
Ah, it is important to study the word 
of God, but it is just as important to 
pray 'that.God will send down his Spirit 
upon you and make you like unto His 
dear Son. Have you your sacred Ara- 
bilan desorts or your regular hours for 
pleading with and ‘talking to God as 
well as you sacred houts of having 
God talk to you? 

But I believe there was still another

GREAT PASTOR RESIGNS. 
Rev, Dr. Rainsford, Formerly of Toren- 
to, Writes From Egypt, Giving Up 
5 His New York Charge. 


New. York, "Feb, 6—To the deep re- 
sret of the parish which’ he had served 
Bo long, the resignation of the Rev. Dr. 
Wiliam 8. Rainsford as rector of Bt. 
George's Protestant Episcopal Church 
Was officially announced and accepted 
Sunday. rae es x 

It was announced by the vestrymen 
that owing to the continued ill-health 
of the rector they had reluctantly con- 
sented to his resigning and had chosen 
as his successor the Rev. ‘Mr. High 
Birckhead, who has for several years 
deen curate. ‘ 

Hla Work For Parish: * 

In acquiescing in the decision of the 
rector the vestry caused the following 
minute to be inscribed on its records 
expressing devout gratitude to God for 
the gift of such a pastorate: 

“The Rev. William 8, Rainsford be- 
fame rector of St. George's parish In 
1883. *He was then’ thirty-two years 
old, of splendid physique and in robust 
health. When he assumed his charge 
the church was practically without a 
congregation, with limited facilitles for 
parish work, with small endowment 
-}.and with a reputation in the diocese 
that was little more than a tribute to 
& memotable past, 

“He lays down his charge after twen- 
ty-two years of exhausting labor, Im- 
Paired in health by the burden of a care 
of seven thousand souls, with the en- 
dowment fund Increased by $300,000, 
with a parish bullding complete in ac- 
commodation and equipment and which 
fs a model of successful and useful 
Operation, with a deaconess house, a 
trade school and a seaside cottage, with 
an official force of twenty men and wo- 
men, an army of volunteer workers un- 
Surpassed in numbers, intelligence and 
devotion and with a reputation acquir- 
ed for the parish as extended as Am- 
erfcan Christianity. 

“His name is written large in the 
annals of our religious and clvic life, 
and he will be followed in his retire- 
ment by the affectionate solicitude for 
his welfare of the congregation that 
he gathered and by the respect of the 
many who profited by his teaching and 
by his personal ministration.” 

Went Abroad Year Ago. 

Fearing a nervous breakdown, for 
he was much worn by hts labors, the 
Rev. Dr. Rainsford, in December, 1904, 
‘went away on a@ leave of absence, In 
the hope of restoring his impaired 
health. His recovery, however, has been 
delayed, and he has found that he can- 
not take up the active duties which 
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¥

name.for eighteen years, 
and is still tho leader. -

Early Classmaking. 

‘The first attempt: at: glassmaking in 
this country was some years before the 
Revolution and, as made at Quincy, 
Mass, by a company of Germans. 
Some specimens of their articies still 
exist. The place in Quincy where their 
manufactory was established acquired 
from them the name of Germantown, 
which name St retains to the present 
time. The site of thelr manufactory is 
now occupied by the Institution called 
the Sailors’ Saug Harbor. About 1785

Exra Butler Eddy was one of the 
largest manufacturers of woodenware 
and paper in the British possesajons, 
hia establishment at Hiwl employing 
between 2,000 and 2,000 hgnds. His an- 
cestors came originally ffom Scotland. 

He was born near Bristol_-Vermont, 
Aug. 22, 1827, the son of the late Samuel 
Eddy and Clarissa Eastman, who was 
a direct descendant of Miles Standish, 
Mr. Eddy was educated at the district 
school at Bristol and commenced his 
business career In New York City, He 
afterwards removed to Burlington, Ver- 
mont, and embarked In the manufac- 
ture of friction matches in 185%, 

In 1854 he removed to Hull, where he 
erected extensive shops: and ware- 
houses, the business at that time being 
confined to ‘the’ mannfacture of 
matches, but in 1856 he added wooden- 
ware, such as pails and tubs, and, in 
1892, paper. Mr. Eddy formed o joint 
stock company In 1896 and since then 
the business has been carried on under 
the name of the F. B. Eddy Co, of 
which he has been president. 

From 1871 to 1875 he sat for Ottawa 
County In the: Quebce Legislature as a 
Conservative. He also verved a term as 
mayor of Hull. 

Mr. Eddy held high rank in the Ma- 
sonic Order, and was a member of the 
Presbyttrian community. His first wife, 
whom-he married on Dec. 1, 1846, was 
Zalda Diana, daughter of UW. F. Arnold, 
She dled tn 1893: In 1894 ho married 
Jennie, daughter of the late John Sher- 
rif, of Chatham, N. B.

A Labrador. industry—Mussels In ths 
NortherA Rivers Hold Rich Jewels 
« Many Engaged In the Search. 


The deep sea fishermen and whale or 
Seal hunters are almost the only people 
who know much of the northern Lab-_ 
rador coast, where it:runs up into the 
Hudson's Bay torritory.. Barrennoss 
and desolation, rocky shores beaten by 
the*{cy Atlantic, long winters and 
short, inclement summers are its chief 
characteristics.

The immense masses 
of fresh water mussels, which In many 
Places actually choke the streams, first 
directed attention to It in late years,

Dears that the Indians of that district 
have always known of the pearl 
and that several of the rivers 
running north have been regu- 
larly fished for them for many genera- 
tions, Most of the pearis collected by 
these people tn olden times were roin- 
ed by being rudely bored, so that they 
might be strung for necklaces or fot 
the adornment of wampum belts, 

Nowadays, the wideawake Hudson's 
Bay. Co, traders pay a falr- price for 
ail the Indians can collect. Some of the 
Bfontreal houses have regular dealings 
with the pearl hunters of the coast, and 
have agents on the spot who secure 
shipments for them.

MILD WINTERS, 





There Have Been Fourteen In Canada 
tn 73 Years. rf 


R. F. Stupart, director of the Dom- 
{non Meteomlogical Service, furnishes 
some Interesting facts regarding mild 
winters. 

In the past 73 years there have beer 
fourteen winters of a decidedly mild 
type. Of these that of 1841-2 was the 
mildest with an average temperature 
of 30.5 for the four months December- 
4farch and those of 1851-2 and 1889-90 
were not much colder with a mean 
temperature in each Instance of 29.9 
Cegrees. It is of interest to mote that 
in elght of the fourteen years the mild 
weather of December and January con- 

ued during February, while In three 
of the other years the femperature dur 
ing February waa very slightly below 
average, and In three ft was consider- 
ably below. In only two of the four=— 
teen years was March much below 
average, while in ten cases it was above 
average, and In six of these decidedly 
above, 

‘Whilo these facts are suggestive of 
the probable character of the nert two 
months the meteorologist would be 
quite unjustified In making a seasonal 
forecast, as he Is an yet ignorant of 
the causes which lead to such vast dif- 
ferences as occur {n the character of 
Corresponding seasons in different 
years, He believes, however, that a 
wide departure from average weather 
-conditions over any particular portion 
of tho globe is caused, not by local 
conditions, but by valations in the at- 
mospheric circulation over the whole 
conditions, but by variations In the at- 
ably due to a varying output of solar 
eLergy. > :

To Grow Dwarf Oak Trees. 

Japan, the-home of all that Is neat, 
small and pretty, was the first to In- 
troduce these charming little trees to 
our notice, They are expensive te buy, 
but may ‘be grown by the home gar- 
‘dener for practically nothing, says 
Home Chat.

The ropes 
are of various Jengths, a good one be-

According to a woman traveler who 
has spent much time at St Kilda, the 
ordinary rope consists of a stout hemp- 
en cord wrapped round und round with 
sheep's wool, then with horsehair and 
finally on the outside with Luman hair.

Kilda begins very early In ber child- 
hood to save her bair combings—and 
also to dry and Dieach certain rough 
grasses that grow on tho wind swept 
island.

The most diMicult task they had was 
to secure sufficient cash to keep them- 
selves and families clothed, and there 
‘was nelther purple nor fine linen any- 
where in the wardrobe. But their piety 
‘was of the robust variety. The min- 
tster, as he rode from post to post on 
horseback was supposed to be a gen- 
eral handyman as well as an athlote. 
When he came across a very smart 
chap fn any of the settlements it was 
not at all uncommon for the preacher, 
as he was called, to accedo to the re- 








in most cases the dispenser of the gos- 
pel was equal to the task. Many a 
smart Alex. had his sh»uidera pushed 
to the ground by these carly day min- 
tsters, 

Then, too, he was supposed to be able 
to swing an axe, and the prencher who 
could not jump on a tog and “butt at 
least an ordinary chopper, did not have 
much chow of doing good among the 
stalwart men.

tunate fellow nevee pot any sympathy. 
It 1s not to be woncred at that Father 
Gardiner forgot nbout his age when he 
thought a burgtar was about, and met 
him In the most Linprossive way. These 
god of men novcr knew fear, and no 
matter how lons they are spared to 
Hive, not one of them will ever be found 
shirking trouble or crawling under the 
barn. Father Gardiner is a good specl- 
men of aged ministerial manhood, Long 
may, be live!

talents were inherited. But as a man 
inherits chiefly from his mother and 
her father, It would probably be more 
aclentific to altribute the bent of his 
thoughts to environment rather than to 
heredity. Alexander Bell, the grand- 
father, was the inventor of a system 
to remove defects of speech, and Alex- 
ander Melville Bell, the father of the 
inventor of the telephone, was the au- 
thor of “visible speech,” whereby deaf- 
mutes could be taught to speak. 


When He Came to Canadz. sh 
The Pature inventor of the telephone 
was in Edinburgh, In 1847, and as 


hts people were gentlefslk, they were 
able to give him o first-class educa- 
tlon, first at the Iitgh school and later 
at the University of Edinburgh. At 
the age of 20 ho left to continue his 
studles at London, but Ill-health caused 
him to abandon his plans. It was in 
1870 that he and his father came to 
Canada, and bought a piace at Brant- 
ford, the house and grounds that ft Is 
now proposed to convert Into a city 
park. Here it was that the first real 
telephone in the world was given ao 
practical test; and it is on the strength 
of this epoch-making experiment that 
Brantford clalms the proud title of tho 
Telephone City. But while Canada !s 
b} ly considered the birthplace of 
the telephone, the !dea itself was con- 
eelved some years before the Bell fam-~- 
fly came to this country, Before 1870 
Alexander Beil had told some friends 
in England and Scotland of his hopes 
and dreams, and one of them was the 
dellef that he would some day invent a 
telephone. 
‘The Boy Inventor, 


Just when the {dea first took definite 
shape ts not known. As a boy he was 
taken one day to sce an automatic 
talking maching, which In a few days 
he was able to sifecssfully reproduce. 
As he grew Into manhood his studies 
In vocal physlology had advanced so far 
that he had conceived the idea of fol- 
Yowing up Helmholtz’s synthetical ex- 
periments fn the geproduction of speech 
by electrical tr@nsmission. Between 
1867 and 1870 he had made numcrous 
electrical discoveries of academic value, 
and had resoived to pursue the study 
of harmonic or multiple telegraphy to 
g practical outcome. If at this time he 
had not fn his mind’s eye a vision of 
the thodern telephone he knew at Icast 
what he wanted, and thenceforth his 
experiments were made with plan and 
purpose. 

x Forestalled by Gray. 


His multiple telegraphic invention 
ended In dirappointment, for his patent 
was forestalled by Elisha Gray. This 
was in 1875, and had it not been for 
words of encouragement received op- 
portihely about this time young ‘Bell 
might havo grown disgusted, and left 
the fame of inventing the telephono to 
somo other scientist. As it was, when 
ho did Mile his-patents for a telephone 
on March 7, 1876, he was only one hour 
ahead 6f Gray, who had worked out 
the same {dea on almost identical lines, 
So we see that even a scientist cannot 
afford to despise luck. Hits final tri- 
umph came after long experiments and 
investigations with phonographic ap- 
paratus, human car drums, etc. car- 
ried on for the most part in Boston 
with his assistant, Mr, T. A. Watson, 
an investigafor whose name should be 
preserved. In 1875 came the firat 
faint promisp over the wire that the 
experimenters were on tho threshold of 
success. 

The First Telephone. 


As a result Bell was able to get 
proper financial backing and return to 
Brantford, to give his discoveries thelr 
crucial test. A wire was strung from 
his father’s house to the house of the 
Rey. T. Henderson, and this was the 
first practical telephone Une In the 
world. This was"in June, 1875, and 
thenceforth it was a question of mere- 
ly improving tho crude apparatus. The 
telephone had been invented. From 
Paris to Brantford the first long-dis- 
stance wire was strung In the same 
year. Two years later Hamilton instal- 
led the first commercial telephone, and 
the world rang with the namo of Alex- 
ander Graham Bell. Ho is hale and 
hearty to-day, and can appreciate the

When the meal fs ready, if 2 maid Is 
kept, she comes to the hostess and an- 
nounces, “Mra, —, dinuctr is served.”

If 
there fs a sauce to the meat it Is pass- 
ed In a gravy boat. The vegetables are 
Served in individual dishes. ‘The pota- 
toes are placed upon the meat plate 
Some people like thé salad with the 
meat course; others prefer It as a sep- 
arate course.

BABY’S BASKET. 


How It Should Ne Made and What {¢ 
Should Contain. 

What to put In the baby's. basket s0 
2s to make that article up to date and 
useful ts a question next in importance 
to: his wardrobe, The basket {tself 
may be covered with glazed cambric 
and-ngaln with figured or dotted mus- 
lin, white being a more-popular sclec- 
tou lately than pink or blue. A piece, 
of caniboard is cut to fit the bottom, 
aud over this is Iaid-a sheet of wad- 
ding scented with violet powder. A 
pfece of the muslin doubled and brier 
sUtched ia then fitted over this, leaving 
it to be easily taken out and washed. 
Two-small pincushions and two little 
bags for the holding of dress buttons 
and other small articles are also made 
of the silk and are fastened to the 
sides. 

~. The contents of the basket are a pow- 
der box and puff, a little china box of 
vaseline, a silver or celluloid soap box 
with cake-of soap, 2 tiny brush and 
comb, a wide mouthed bottle of pre 
cipitated fuller’s earth and one of pow- 
dered borax, @ cushions should be 
Gilled, one with¥large and one with 
small safety pl and the pockets 
should contain absBrbent cotton, one or 
two. fine and well worn lincn handker- 
chiefs and scissors, The garments for 
one dressing, including a night slip, a 
flanne? slip, a shirt, socks and a svool 
blanket, are all put into the basket. 

The powder used may be any fine 
and good toilet powrder, and there Isn't 
anything better than the fine French

Toronto, Feb. 15.—Some of the per- 
sonal encounters which resulted from 
friction tn the Fishery Branch of the 
Public Works Department at the Par- 
Nament Bulldings were, made public 
property at yesterday's session of tho 
investigation before Mayor J. C. Judd, 
of London, of the charges and coun- 
ter-charges laid by J. 3. Webster, chiet- 
clerk of the office and S. T. Bastedo, 
the deputy commisstoner, who was fn 
charge of it. After a number of letters 
asked for by Mr.. Webster's counsel, 
J. E. Jones, were produced, the latter 
announced that he had one Incident In 
connection with the election In Wust 
Huron in 1898, which he wished Inves- 
tigated. In this contest he sald Mr. 
Bastedo was sald to have taken part, 

Mr. Hellmuth who represents Mr. 
Bastedo, then commenced the examina- 
tion of Mr. Webster with regard, to 
charges made against him by the Dep- 
uty Commissioner, Several Instances in 
which he was sald to have acted con- 
trary to the orders of his superior were 
remembered by Mr, Webster. He had 
refused to visit the north shore of Lake 
Superlor when Instructed, because, he 
cald, he was acting under orders. from 
the Minister, 

Shook Fist In His Face, 


The personal nature of the confilct 
Was shown when Mr. Webster ad- 
mitted that he might have made un- 
complimentary references to hia chief. 
He also acknowledged that he had 
shaken his fist In Mr. Bastedo’s face 
on one occasion. His reason for do- 
ing s0, he- said, was that the latter 
gentleman had come into his office for 
the purpose of insulting him.

Sir Chanes Hardinge Gets Grd Things 
and No Jeajousy Thsrewith. 


Sir Charles’ Hardinge {s not only a 
most accompilshed but a‘s0 a most for- 
tunate man,*writes the Marqis:se’ de 
Fontenoy. Less than tw» years have 
elapsed. since, after ncsompanying 
King Edward on his visit to Liston, 
Rome, ard Paris, and belag permitted 
to accept high decorations from. the 


“Portuguese, French. and Italian Cov- 


ernments, he was promoted from an a3- 
sistant under secrotarysilp of state at 
the Foreign Office to tho post of Irit- 
ish Ambassador at St. Petersburg. It 
is usual for ambassadors to be invest- 
ed with the rank of a member of tho 
Privy Council, and alsa to be furnished! 
with a -handle to thelr namo, conso- 
quently. he was sworn in as a member 
of the Privy Council and was knight- 
ed, becoming Sir Charles Harding. 
Since then he has rece!ved the grand 
cross of bith the Victor.an order aud 
of the order of St. Michael and St. 
George for his services at St. Peters- 
burg, and on the rotirement of Sir 
Thomas Sanderson the other day after 
pear vere! a@ century of service from tha 
office o rmanent under secretary of 
state ortne Forelgn Office he was ap- 
pointed to the post, which has always 
been regarded as the blue ribbon of 
the English civil service on account of 
the preatige aad Influence which it con- 
fers and dy reason of the pay; which 
has hitherto been $10,000 a year. 

Now, however, it has been decided 
that the salary of $10,000 a year {s not 
enough for Sir Charles, that the pecun- 
{ary sacrifice which he has been come 
peiled to make In surrendering the only 
nominally lucrative ambassadorship at 
St. Petersburg Is too heavy nof to cail 
for some compensation, and accord- 
ingly it has been res»ived to double for 
Is wake the salary which ‘has been 
enjoyed In the past by Lord Hammond, 
Lord Tenterden, Lord Pauncefote, Lard 
Currie, and Sir Thomas Sanderson, and 
he is, to receive a salary of no less 
than °$20,000 a year, that is to say, 
twice the amount allowed to several of 
the Cabinet Ministers, such as, for in- 
stance, the Lord President of the Privy 
Council Curlously enough no feal- 
ousy has been excited by all this good 
fortune which has falien to the. share 
of Sir Charles, who is universally re- 
farded as the best man for the post, 
and who js @ particular favorite of both 
the King and Queen, his wife, Lady 
Hardinge, having, Indeed, been for 
imany years a member of Queen Alex- 
andra’s houschold. 

Sir Charler Hariinge differs from 
most of his prcdeceersors as perminent 
chiefs of tho Foreign Office In that he 
recelved his training in the diptomatic 
service instead of at the Forelgn Of- 
fice. Indesd, he entered the diplomatic 
service exactly a quarter of a century 
ago. He is a younger brother of the 
Present Lord Hardinge, a grandson of 
the famous commander of the rentin- 
sular war, who died as field marshat 
and as generaliasimo of the British 
army, and must not be confounded with 
his cousin, Sir Arthur Hardinge, who 
has just been promoted from the post 
of Minster at Teheran to that of.envoy 
at Brussels. Sir Arthur ts married to 
a daughter of Gen. Sir Arthur Eliis, 
controlier of the Lord Chamberlain's 
department, and Who virtually decides 
department, and who virtually desias> 
in the name of the King who are to t+ 
admitted and who are to be debarret 
from presentation at cour:

The inventive genius of the man 
speedily azserted itself, and in 1844 he 
took out his first patent for the fring- 









: ing of shawls, ‘Many disappointments 


attended his early efforts to improve 
wool combing. Ho tok out-patents for 


washing and preparing long and short-}. 


wool, and in 1853 finished his research 
in this direction by patenting a process 
for the treating of soapsuds; \, 
“Sor many years,” he says, “I used 
to boast that I kept my house ‘out of 
my drain, as it mado me several thous- 


ands a year, In ten years, from 1843 16. 


853, I had left nothing much for any 
one else to do except to improve upon 
what I had done.” : 

The silk comb was the result of pur- 
chasing the silk waste.

Disaster follow- 
ed, and the year 1857 ended In a loss 
of £160,000 ($750,000). 

In 1864, at the age of fifty, he had to 
begin iife’s battle over again, and then 
fortune smiled again. “The special 
comb proved a god send.” 

Thero was immense value in the 
level, regular silver that the comb pro- 
duced, and “one memorable year we 
had orders for all the yarn we could 
make at twenty-three xhilling ($5.75) 
® pound, and we were only paying for 
the rubbish from sixpence to a shil- 
ling.” bs 
“The celebrated Manningham plush 
loom was the result of the joint labors 
of Lord Masham and Mr, Reixach, and 
mainly through Its use the profits of 
the business for several. years were 
£200,000 ($1,000,000) a year. 





Nelson and Fame. 

When Nelson died, a hundred years 
ago, In the very hour of victory, it 
seemed iImpossibie that his fame 
should be increased—for as Southey 
sald in his well-known and admired 
peroration, “If the charlot and the 
horses of fire had been vouchsafed for 
Nelson's translation he could scarcoly 
have departed in a brighter blaze of 
glory.” But all through the century the 
great. chorus of praise has swelled 
steadjly—time has but increased the 
splendor and meaning of his name. 

This fame, this dear place in the 
hearts of his countrymen, was the 
sole reward Nelson craved for all his 
services and sacrifices, writes Esther 
Hallam the Natlonal Press. Even 
when jung and comparatively un- 
known,-he had a kind of prophetic In- 
sight of the fame that was to come, 
“In my mind's eye” he once said, 
“I ever saw a radiant orb suspended 
which beckoned me onward to renown.” 
And he told his wife, with magnificent 
confidence, on another occasion, “One 
day or other I will have a long Gaz- 
ette to myself, I feel that such an op- 
portunity will be given me. I cannot, 
if I am fn the ficld of glory, be kept 
out of sight.". His was a temperament 
eager for pralse—his impetuous, sensi- 
tive disposition could hardly exist 
without it, and happily his deeds were 
so splendid and his nature so loveabie 
that his contemporaries gave it him 
lavishly, “There is but one Nel,” sald 
grim old St. Vincent, summing up the 
verdict of all who knew “and fought 
with him, not less than the verdict of 
posterity. After the battle of the Nile 
Nelsop’s name began to glow with 
something of legendary splendor, 
though he was yet a living man; and 
the eulogy pronounced in the House of 
Lords by his friend, Lord Minto, when 
the news of that marvelous battle 
reached England; !s not so well known 
az it might be. It has'a certain pre- 
elsion and stiffneas—of phrase, but 
nevertheless Is warm and eloquent.

fry Colored Sicdca For Toning Down 
_ the Teying White Glare, ~ 

Women’ who pride themselyes on 
having artistic homes are selecting 
neutral and subdued shades for shicld- 
ing the glare of the trying white Nght 
in an effort-to get becoming and rest- 
ful tones, : 

Few, women will be subjected to an 
awful ‘greenish glare, a purple hue or 
even pale blue rays at any time, for 
careful housekeepers realize the ad- 
vantage of having a soft shade of light 
to give a desirable tone to the sure 
roundings ns well as to make the most 
of their personal appearance, and for 
this reason delicate shades “of yellow, 
pink and rose will be found agenious- 
ly twisted around ‘almost all the elec” 
tric Hght buibs in an apartment, par- 
Ucularly in the dining room, where a 
glaring or trying Iight frequently’ 
causes untold discomfort to the nerves 
of guests, besiies making them look

Tho thimbles ascribed to the Roman 
period were recovered from the Thames 
off Dowgate, September, 1836. They are 
& golden-colored bronz> or. brass, and 
fre remarkable for thelr conical tops, 
& feature which distinguishes them 
{rpm _thimbles:of modern make. “With _ 
t was jfound. one ‘similar toi the 
specimens Giscovered at Herculaneum, 
In the dark ages of thé thimbje—the 
interval between the Roman and the 
modern thimble—the “fingeriinge,” or 
“themal” as it was then>called, was 
made of leather. “Thimble,” by the 
way, is supposed by rome to be a cor- 
ruption of “thumb-bell,” the shield be- 
ing worn on the thumb In former times 
as it is by sallmakers to-day. At the 
beginning of the fifteenth century met- 
al thimbies were belng made at Nurn- 
berg. and within a century of the date 
of the introduction of the handicraft 
there were no fewer than twenty-four 
metal thimble-makers in that city 
alone, whence the art was carried to 
Hollant. 

Though ellver thimbles of an earty 
date are seldom met with, they were 
in common use fn the scventeenth cen- 
tury, and were among the offerings to 
the service of the Civil War Parlla- 
ment, made by Puritan gentlewomon 
and serving maids under the influence 
of the persuasive eioquence of Hugh — 
iPeters, the zealuus regicide preacher, ° 
who was executed in 1660, At this per- 
fod thimbies were also made of a cop-_ 
pery-looking metal, called, after its in- ; 
ventor, “Prince Rupert's metal," and 
ornamentation and the practice of In- — 
scribing a motto or posy around the 
loweA_part was common, 

The period that Is not Infrequently 
referred to az that of the invention of 
the thimble—the last quarter of the 
seventeenth century—would seem to be 
that In which an impetus was given to 
thelr manufacture by the invention of 
some new process which has come to 
be taken as the invention of the thim- 
ble itself. ‘The Dutch, for example, re- 
gard the year 1684 as entitled to’ that 
distinction, and in 1884 what has been 
described as “the bi-centennial of the 
thimble” was celebrated at Amsterdam 
with a great deal of formality. 

In the collection of Mr, Way, who ts 
& member of the Council of the British 
Archaeological Association, there are, 
in addition to early metallic thimbdles, 
ailver and brass, some with steel tops, 
& well-worn one of ivory and another 
-0f Wedgwood ware. -

bles have been mado present variety 
enough through the centuries of their 
history, Uttle-varlation in form ap- 
pears.

When the new Ministers came into 
Gffico'a few weeks ago they took It for 
granted that the Duchess of Buccleuch, 
whose husband is a great Tory magnate 
Would, in accordance with the custom 


In fact, they were, discussing among 
themselves as to which Liberal peeress 
they would nominate as successor to 
the Duchess, when Queen Alexandra 
suddenly but quietly intimated that 
would she 
part with the Duchess of Buccleuch,. 
and that she intended to retain her 
in office as mistress of the robes, no 
mantles what administration happens to 

in power. 
There were some who, on fecciving 
this news, imagined that the so-called 
“bed chamber question, “which gave 
Tse to a ministerial crisis in the third 
year of Queen Victoria's reign, was 
about to recur. When Sir Robert Peel 
in 1839 was summoned to form a Cabi- 
Tet he demanded that Victoria should : 
dismiss her mistress of the robes a@ 
her ladies in waiting, who were all o¢ 
them the wives or sisters of his most 
bitter political foes. To this the Queen 
refused to consent, and Sir Robert 
Peel and his Cabinet thereupon tender- 


-ed their resignations. 


Finally the matter was compromised 
by the Duke of Wellington, who in- 
duced her to give way by pointing out ' 
to her that the spirit, if not the letter, ! 
of the constitution required ft; that in | 
previous reigns the lords in waiting ! 
and the chief dignitaries of the king’s 
household had changed with each out-! 
going Cabinet, their successors being * 
nominated by the new ministers; and, 
that as queen regnant she was much | 
in the same positien as her uncles and 
grandfather had been, and that under 
the circumstances her principal ladies 
in-waiting were amenable to the same 
rules as the male dignitaries of her 
predecessors on the throne. 

It is difficult to convey any {dea of | 
the bitterness excited by the contro! 
versy at the time. There were parties ! 
for and against the queen In the mat- 
ter, the majority o& tho public, how- 
ever, belng disposedtto condemn this 
attempt to “Peel the ducen’s belles.” 

When Queen Alex4pdra, however, 
was approached the other day about 
the appointment of a new mistress of ; 
the robes in the place of the Duchess 
of Buccleuch she expressed herself in 
much the same fashion as her mother- 
in-law, Queen Victoria, nearly seventy 
years ago, declaring that she would 
not part with the duchess; and on be- 
ing asked for her grounds for taking ,; 
such a stand in the matter she pro- 
ceeded to point out a fact which had 
until then been forgotten—namely; 
that she was not a queen regnant, like 
her illustrious mother-in-law, but a 
queen consort, nnd that therefore the 
rules .which had been Invoked by Sir 
Robert Peel in 1829 did not in any way 
apply to her case. 

Further consideration of the case 
Jed to the discnvery that the Queen 
was entirely right In the question, and 
accordinly the Ministers withdrew 
their pretensions and left, with the 
best grace possible, the victory to 
Queen Alexandra. For, although Lord 
Grey, in the reign of King William 
IV., insisted upon Queen Adelaide's 
dismissal of Lord Howe, who was her 
chamberlain, on the ground of hia pub- 
Ne demonstration of hostility to the 
reform bill, then’ before Parliament, 
yet the Premier was generally con- 
considered to have exceeded bis au- 
thority, and {t is recognized that the 
Cabinet has no say in the appointment 
of the members of the household of a 
queen consort, the only rule: binding 
upon the matter being that her Jadies 
should be of English birth, which, of ; 
course, debars any American born 
peeress from ever being appointed to} 
any position in connection with the 
queen's court. * * 

The Duchess of Buccleuch is a great | 
lady, one of the most influential figures } 
in English society, is a sister of the, 
Duke of Abercorn, of Lady Lansdowne, 
of Lady George Hamilton, and of the 
Duke of Marlborough'’s mother, ‘Lady, 
Blandford, and was’ mistress of; the 
robes to Queen Victoria before being : 
appointed to the same office by Queen 
Alexandra, who is fond of her, 

The duke, who is not only Duke of 
Buccleuch but also Duke of Queens- 
berry, holds among other. dignities 
that of captain general of the royal 
company of archers of the soverelgn’s 
bodyguard in Scotland, and is entitled, 
by reason of his Jeft handed descent 
from King Charles It., to bear the royal 
arms of England, France, Scotland and 
Ireland, debruised by the bar sinister. 
On the distaff side he is descended 
from Sir Walter Scott of Buccleuch, 
whose abortive attempt to rescue King 
James V. from the prison like control 
of the Earl of Angus forms the theme 
of Sir. Walter Scott’s “Lay of the Last 
Minstrel.” t a 

It was his descendant, Ann, Coun- 
tess of Buccleuch fn her own right, the 
greatest heiress of her time, who mar- 
ried King Charles II.’s son by Lucy 
Walters. This son, at the time bore the 
title of Duke of Monmouth. But on his 
marringe he assumed his wife's pa- 
tronymiec of Scott and was created 
Dukes of Buccleuch.

Buccleuch a document affirming, un- 
der the hand and seal of King Charles 
IL, that be had been lawfully married 
to Lucy Walters, and that the ill fated 
first Duke-of Buccleuch and of Mon- 
mouth was therefore his legitimate 
son and heir. 

The late Duke of Buccleuch, as a 
loyal subject of the house of Hanover, 
decided that this document ought to 
be turned over to Queen Victoria, This 
was dong and the late prince consort 
consigned the paper to the flames, Of 
course, if the document had remained 
in existence it would not have affected 
in any way the rights of Queen Victor- 
ia or of King Edward to the throne of 
Great Britain. Their respective suc- 
cession thereto and possession thereof 
are based on the so-called act of settle 
ment passed by Parliament 205 ycars 
ago, which by a narrow majority of 
one vote, cast by Sir Hugh Owen, vest- 
ed the throne of Great Britain and 
Treland in the Hanoverian descendants 
of King James I, barring: therefrom 
the less remote descendants of his 
son, King Charles L, now represented 
by Princess Loulss of Bavaria and by 
her son, Prince Rupert. ~ 

Still, at the same time, it was a loyal 
thing of the late Duke of Buccleuch to 
do to sacrifice this document, testify- 
ing under the hand and seal of King 
Charles Il. that he, the duke, was de- 
scended in a straight linc from a te 
gitimate instead of from a natural son 
of a British monarch, and that the bar 
sinister has unjustly been placed on 
the armorial bearings of his house.

Death of Another Survivor of the Im- 
mortal Brigade. 


The death took place recently. of 
Sergeant-Major J. L Nunnerley, of the 
17th Lancers (“Death or Glory Boys”), 
at his residence, Inkerman Lodge, 
Greetby Hill, Ormskirk. Deceased, 
who was one of the “six hundred,” was 
in his 75th year, ang has been in fail- 
ing health for some time. He was 
born at Wilderspoo}, and was tho 
seventh son of Richard Nunnericy, 
who died in 1870 at the advanced ago 
of 80 years. 


In 1854 he was ordered with bis regi- | 


ment to the Crimea, where he took 
part In the most famous battles, in- 
cluding Bulganack, Alma, McKenzie's 
Farm, the taking of Balaclava fort and 
harbor, the Balaclava charge, Inker- 
man, Tehernaya River, and the whole 
of the siege and taking. of Sebasto- 


po! 

In his description of the charge of 
the Light Brigade, the late sergeant- 
major said he was in the first line of 
the right squadron of his regiment. He 
saw Captain Nolan ride up to Lord 


Cardigan, and after giving his lordship , 


the order, proceed to Captain Morris, 
then commanding tbe 17th Lancers, to 
whom he said, “Now, Morris, for a bit 
of fun.” Scarcely had he uttered,the 
words when he was shot. They had 
not proceeded far before the men in 
the left division of the sergeant-major’s 
squadron were nearly all cut down, 
and Mr. Nunnerley was not without his 
hair-breadth escapes, for,he was with- 
in a few yards of the Russian guns 
when hfs horse was shot under him 
and fell on its head. He performed 
many. daring feats whilst on foot, and 
ultimately caught 2 hors¢ belonging to 
-the Sth Hussars, which he mounted 
and then joined his regiment.

How to Dorder Them In Persian os 
Turkish Itnz Edects. 
A handsome portiere or set of cur 
talus may be made by ornamexting 
some rich material, such as upholster- 
j ers satin or damasx, with a deep bor 
i der of “pulled” work. Tor instance, sf 

the portiere Is of very pale blue satin 
* the bordering would be effective made 
of some harmonious. contrast. Very 
pale yellow or white would do, for it is 
intended only as a background for the 
pulled work, which stands out like the 
pile of a Turkish rug, says-the Man- 
chester Union. First seam the border 
finnly on to the material and press It 
“perfectly flat. ~ “. 

Then take an {vory crochet needle (a 
large sized one) nnd with a sharp knife 
cut the end oppasite the hood to a point 
and afterward make it perfectly smooth 
with emery paper. Now look oter your 
picce bag and select some scraps of va- 
rious colored silks that will give a Per- 
sian coloring to the border. Only do 
not have the colors too vivid, or they 
will not harmonize with the pale blue 
portiere. 2 

Next cut the silk in long strips three- 
elghths inch {n width and with the 
sharpened point of the crochet needle 
punch a hole through the border half an 
Inch from the edge: then, turning the 
needle, hook a loop of the slik strip 
through the hole. Continue this until 
the border Is edged by ‘a thick line of 
the silk loops, Then repeat the same 
process on the othcr slde of the border. 

The Idea is to give the effect of the 
border of a Persian or Turkish rug, and 
the motif of some good rug may be 
studied and followed, Icaving part of 
the colored border showing. After the 
‘ design 1s finished the loops can be cut 

to form a thick plle, or they can be left 

az they are, which Is about ns effectire.

& Goed Plan Ia to Change the Mode 
eof Dressing Occasionally, 

The art of dressing where It applies

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OLD TIME TRAVELING. 


The Stagecoach In Enxland In the 
Seventeenth Century. — 

The first stagecoach between the two 
tapltals, London and -Edinburgh, ap- 
pears to hare been started in 1058. It 
Tan once f fortnight, and the fare was 
£4, The time taken to the journey is 
not accurately known, but between 
York and London ft was four days. 
This lavish system of communication 
-was not, however, kept up, a8 in-1763 
the‘coach ran between London and 
Edinburgh once a month only, taking 
a fortnight, if the weather was favor- 
able, to the journey. 

In the days of stageconches people 
sometimes clubbed together and hired 
& postchalse for their journcy as belong 
quicker and Icss expensive, and Scot- 
tish newspapers occasionally contaln- 
ed advertisements to the cffect that a 
person about to proceed to London 
would be giad to hear of a fellow “ad- 
venturer" or two bent on the same 
Journey to share the expense. , 

In 1764 a heroleeffort was made to 
improve the London and Edinburgh 
coach. The Edinburgh Courant for 
that year contained the followlug ad- 
yertilsement: “The Edinburgh stage 
coach, for the better accommodation of 
passengers, will be altered to a. gentee) 
two end glass coach, belng on stcel 
springs, exceeding Ight and easy, to 
go In ten days In summer and twelve 
In winter, to set out the first Tuesday 
{n March and continue It from Hosca 
Eastgate’s, the Coach and Ilorses, in 
Dean street, Soho, London, and from 
John Somervyille’s, jn the Canongate, 
Edinburgh, etc. Passengers to pay as 
usual, Yerforined, if God permits, by 
your dutiful servant, Hosea Eastgate.”

Am Old Time Wonder That Hed an 
EyeIn Its Knee.

Visit 
the tropics, and you wil find bardly 
any white animals or birds, In tho very 
hottest regions of the globe not only is 
man, as a rule, black, but the binds and 
beasts are either very dark or else ex- 
tremely brililant In color. Of tropical 
birds the commonest colors run as fol- 
lows: Brown, dark green and dark blue, 
emerald green, reds and yellows. 

Speaking of the birds again, why fs it 
that land birds are mostly dark hucd 
while so many sen binds are white? 

Tere is another color puzzle. Almost. 
all song birds are somber In hue, while 
the brightly coloret species, such as the 
jays, the parrots and birds of paradise, 
have naturally harsh voices,

For example, 
the processes of mental discrimination 
and cholce require thnes of their own. 
The way we get these “higher* mental 
Drocessea can be illustrated in a sim- 
ple way. A person placed ina quiet 
room is to tap a telegraph key overy 
time he sees a red Nght, which can be 
Produced at the will of the experi- 
menter in the recording room. Tho in- 
terval of time between the actual ap- 
pearance ef the ght and the moment 
the key {s tapped Is accurately meas-. 
ured. For awhile nothing but,the red* 
light Is used, this to obtain the simple 
reaction time, Then red and yellow 
Ughts are turned on Jn frregular suc- 
cession, The person has new to dis- 
criminate between two colors and to 
choose between action and, nonaction.

“THE TAIL OF A COMET. 


Its Ever Changing Mass and Why 
* Flees From the Sun. 

The tail of a comet\!s not formed of 
the same particles which composed 1+ 
yesterday or even un hour or a moment 
ago. It is constantly belng renewed nt 
the expense of the nucleus. “As the long 
stream of black smoke from the nelgh- 
boring factory or shill 1a being continu- 
ally renewed by fresh particles of car- 
bon released by the combustion golng 
on inthe furnace below, so Is the won- 
derful luminous train of cometary bod- 
fes being constantly replenished by 
Particles A}ing from or rather driven 
from the nucleus by the intense heat of 
thesun. ; 

‘Then, again, how Infinitely small and 
bow intensely luminous must these par- 
ticles that go to make up the tall of a 
comet be! This thought Is sugsested by 
the fact that it bas been proved that {n 
some cascs the nucleus of comets which 
are only a fow hundred, miles in diame 
ter willshave enormous fanlike tails 
stretching across space for a distance 
excceding 200,000,000 miles and having 
a bulk exceeding that of the sun by 
more than 10,000 times! Professor E, 
E, Barnard beautifully fllustrates the 
formation of a comet's. tall by “auppos- 
ing’ thus: “Suppose, for example, that 
the nucleus of a comet ts compose! of 
ice. Then suppose the heat of the sun 
to be so intense as to rapidly melt that

action of {ts rays, which are strong 
enough to Immediately convert It Into 
vapor, which ascends toward the sun, 

“Imagine now a ferce wind blowing 
out from the sun, causing the vapor 
which meets {t to be whirled out Into 
space behind the comet. This. will 
clearly Mlustrate the theory of the for 
mation of a comet's tail, only that the 
nucleus of the comet ts not Ice and the 
vapor Is not water vapor, uelther fa the 
force’ which drives Jt away from the 
sun a ferce wind.” 

The unknown force hinted at by the 
astronomer above quoted readily ex- 
plaina why a comet's tail, as a rule, 
polnts In an opposite direction to the 
sup. The Russian astronomer Bredie- 
chen distingdishes three different types 
of cometary tails—those composed of 
particles having the specific gravity of 
hydrogen, those 
&ravity of hydrocarbon, gax and aythind 
elasa having all the pecutlariticsfot an 
equal mixture of bydrogen and fron 
vapor,

Enormous Black Garbed Crowds Tes:l- 
fied to Their Sorrow—The Royal 
-- Mourners—Silence and Sobs. 


Copenhagen, Feb. 17.—The body. of 
King Christian was removed from the |. 
Christianborg Church here yesterday to 
the cathedral- at Roskilde, 30. miles 
from Copenhagen, where it will be 
buried Sunday morning. among’ thé 
tombs of the Danish kings, who for a 
thousand years have found their ist 
resting place in the ancient capital of 
the kingdom. J 
The whole of Copenhagen was given 
up to mourning. . Business and work 
were at a standstill, while emblems of 
sorrow were displayed everywhere. 
The enormous dlack garbed crowds of - 
town people, swelled by thousands of 
arrivals” from the country districts, 
thronged the aquare in front of the 
Christlanborg Church: " 

Shortly before noon the Kings of 
Denmark, Greece and Norway, Queen 
Alexandra of England, the Dowager 
Empress of Russia, and,other royal 
Telatlves of theMeceased, and the re- 
Presentatives of the foreign sovereigns 
reached the Christianborg Church, 
where a brief service was held at the 
conclusion of which the cdffin, covered 
with the Danish standard,-was borne 
high by naval and military officers to 
the waiting hearse, : 

Then titaded by infantry and caval- 
ry. a simple cortege was formed aga 
slowly proceeded through the three and 
a half miles of streets between the 
church and the railroad station’ Im- 
meqately behind the hearse was led 
King Christian's favorite riding horse, 
Jussuf, which will be shot to-night, 
according to the ancient Danish cus- 
tom. 

The bells of ali the churches were 
tolled, and minute guns were fired 
from the arsenal throughout the pro- 
gress of the cortege and until the cof- 
fin was placed on the funeral train. 

Many affecting scenes were witness- 
ed in the streots. The profound silence 
was broken only by the sobs of the wo- 
men and the momentary excitement 
caused by fainting and minor accidents 
> to the pressure of the huge crowds, 























































traveled. On reaching Roskilde the 
fourth regiment, of Dragoons formed 
the escort of the coffin, which was 
borne to the cathedral and placed on

Fishskin Lanterns, 

The puffer or swell Ssh has the power 
to distend Itself with alr into the shape 
of a globe. Japanese living In the Ia- 
wallan Islands make of the skin of the 
dig puffer found in Hawallan waters 
an odd and grotesque lantern.

If the Heart Steps Beating. 

When the heart stops the circulation 
ceases, the capillaries of the lungs be- 
coine gorged with stagnant blood, while 
the blood In the brain no longer carries 
away the waste products and brings 
the oxygenated fiuld to restore the tis- 
sues. As tho blood takes about half a 
minute to circulate through the whole 
system, it may be taken that at the cud 
of this period after the stoppage of the 
heart the arteries would be filled by the 
last effort of the left ventricle, while 
the relns would be pouring thelr con- 
tents Into the right auricle. In a few 
scconds more the nervous centers 
would cease to act, and probably by 
the end of the minute the subject 
would be practically dead from suffo- 
cation, although refiex muscular action 
would probably keep up the appearance 
of Ife for some seconds longer... 


Trape Yor Tigers and Panthers. 

An Ingenious trap for catching tigers. 
and large black panthers Is used by the 
natives of an {isolated part of Indo- 
China, A short length of a tree log is 
hollowed out, and around each end of 
it are driven long sharp spikes so as to

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HISTORY IN THE CRUDE. 


Doughty’s First Report on. the 
Canadian Archives, 


The annual report on the Canadian 
‘Archives for 2904 4s the first ‘iasued 
under the supervision of Mr. Doughty. 
In his preface he gives an account of 
‘the current (poaition of the Archives. 
It will be remembered that hitherto 
nthe public papers which could be re=- 
garded as of historic valuo had been 
scattered among the various 'depart- 





‘taken of them. “When they became in- 
‘conveniently bulky for the pigeon~ 
holes of the departments they were car- 
‘ried into the cellars and there) piled 
\together in admired confusion. . This 
(state of affairs was pointed out In the 
report of a commission appointed in 
1897, says The Globe. This commls- 
sion, consisting of Messrs, J. 3. Court- 
ney, J. L. McDougall, and Joseph Pope, 
Fecommended that the Dominion Arch- 
ivist be made the custodian of what 
might be regarded as historic docu- 
ments belonging to the various depart- 
ments. An order In Council was pass- 
ed In 1903 directing the carrying out 
of the recommendations of the com- 
mission. By this‘order the Archivist 
has become the custodian of historic 
@ocuments from: the departments of 
‘the Secretary of State, the Privy Coun- 
‘ell office, Department of Finance, Mili- 
tia Department, Department of Ral 

ways and Canals, Department of Jus- 
tice, Indian Commissioners, and the 
Department of Marine and Fisheries. 

It fs interesting to note that as early 
as 1731 the Intendant Hooquart took 
‘steps to collect and preserve the ro- 
“Gris of the colony up to that time, and 
Lord Dorchester took similar action In 
1787. Tho collections made at those 
times are now under the care of Mr. 
.Déughty. It ts not creditable to us 
| that no other efforts were made to fur 

ther this [mportant work for almost a 
hundred years after Lord ‘Dorchester’s 
time. Indeed, it is sald on» the best 
authority that cartloads of public docu- 
ments have been taken out of the cel- 
lars of the Separtmental buildings at

Many romantic stories as to their 
whereabouts have been followed op, 
only to be met with defeat. 


Ono of the richest-of those mines was 


probably Tarasca, about which Hum- 
boldt has written. It was worked long 
before the Spaniards arrived in Mex- 
iéo, and the gold and silver were made 
into ornaments by the aborigines. A 
family in Guaymas has a necklace of 


fying fish purchased from a Pima 


chief, who said that the metal was dug 


from Tarasca. Later the mine was ac- 
quired by the crown of Spain and was 
worked, with the exception of a period 


during the Apache war, till the French 


intervention, when the shafts were said 


to have been concealed by the admin- 
istrator, Don Juan Moreno, who was 


forced to seek safety In flight. After 
the restoration of peace the location of 
Tarasca was looked for in raln, though 
the mine now known as Ubarbo is sup- 
posed to be the Same. When rediscov- 
ered years ago Ubarbo was found to 
have been extensively worked and the 
shafts concealed under earth and 
brush, Rich pillars of ore wero found 
in the drifts, and the mine corresponds 
in many respects with the descriptions 
of Tarasca found in the archives of 
the American consulate at Guaymas. 
The fame of Tarasca is eclipsed by 
the romance which hovers around tho 
lost mine of Talopa. A Mexican of 
great wealth who was much Interested 
in the subject made a trip to Madrid 
to search for data on the subjecte He 


! found absolutely nothing to prove that 


such a mine had ever been worked by 
the crown of Spain, and there {s noth- 
ing In Mexican archives to establish 
the facts. Quite as trustworthy as the 
written documents are the traditions 
among the Pima Indians, They main- 
tain that Talopa exists and a few 
claim to know its whereabouts. Small 
quantities of very rich ore are occa- 
sionally sold at the mountaln mining 
camps, but all attempts to follow the 
Indians to the spot where [t fs found 
or to bribe them to reveal it have been 
unayaillng. Their wants are few, and 
they believe that should they revedl 
the secret. they would drop dead, About 
slx years ago an old Pima chief fell i 
In one of the valley pueblos and was 
cured by a Mexican Indy so well 
known and universally respected that 
her statement {s taken without ques- 
tion. The old Indian returned to his 
tribe and from time to time sent hig 
benefactress rich bits of ore which 
assayed thousands of dollars to tho 
ton. 

All ber effosts to get him to lead ber 
to the mine wero frultless, for tho 
&reat spirit would strike him dead for 
the offense. The following summer the 
senora went to the mountains and liv- 
ed- among the Indians for three months, 


* doctoring the sick and giving presents 


of ribbons and gay calico to the wom- 
en, She becamo convinced that the 
spot whence the rich ore came was 


; Talopa. Finally the old chief admitted 


that the mine was worked when he 
was a boy and gave permission to two 
women of the tribe to lead the senora 
within a few yards of the mine so that 
she might discover it for herself and 
save him from the penalty of sudden 
death for revealing it. The three wom- 
en traveled mostly at nigitt, passing 
through deep canyons and over lofty 
mountains, 

The fourth night some hours after 
dark the Indlan women Ied ber Into a 
deep canyon and paused before a large 
rock. In the dim moonlight an old ar- 
rastra was seen and across the canyon 
a large ore dump. The woman gath- 
ered bits of ore from the dump, but 
was burried away by tho squaws, who 
sald they would be killed if they de 
layed’ beyond the time mentioned by 
thelr chief. They traveled till the 
moon’ went down, rested a few hours 


‘and went on before daylight, complete- 


ly baffling the Mexican woman as to 
the route they had taken, They ar- 
eblo at nightfall, hay- 
ing taken four days to reach the mino 
and but one to return, the obrious con- 
clusion being that she had been Ied In 
a circle, Despairinug of gaining more, 
the woman returned to her home, but 
she -hopes at some future time te con- 
tinue the search. , 
Two otber mines which are supposed 
to have been the property of the crown 
during the Spanish occupation and of 
which there are mapy romantic tales 
nre the Reina Mercedes and the Casa 
Wlanca, Both have been probably re- 
discovered and worked under other 
names, The Relna Mercedes 1s sup- 
posed to be one of the rich Concheria 
group and the Casa Blanca the Casitas 
mine, Near the latter is an ancient 
niine, now worked by a Mexican com- 
pany, which Las open cuts on tho sur- 
face for more than a mile and several 
miles of underground workings, Near 
this mine, where once a Jarge church 
Stood, which has long since fallen into 
ruins, two copper bells havo. been 
found. They bear the name of Guada-

How Dreams Are Weighed. 

An ingenious instrument which dem- 
onsttates the close connection that ex- 
Ists between dreams and brain calcula- 
tion Is khown as the “tlt-boand.” A 
long, shallow tray big enough for a 
man to recline upon is balanced exact- 
ly upon a stcel blade. A subject is 
placed upon it and put to slcep, where 
upon the end containing his feet gen- 
erally falls, But eventually the subject 
begins to dream, and then the tray con- 
taining the sleeper’s fcet renacends, the 
extent to which Jt mores varying ac 
cording to the vividness of the dream.

An order-in-Councfi has been passed 
making new regulations for tourists in 
the Algonquin Park in Northern On- 
tario, In view of the large tourist 
traffic which the Government expects 
will be attracted to the park by the 
railways, fishing Mcenses, which have 
formeriy been issued free of charge, 
will now cost residents of Canada ono 
dollar and non-residents two dollars, 
These Heenses allow fishing for per- 
sonal use by tourists. 

No ono will be permitted to carry o 
rifle or fowling piece Into. the park. 
The only firearm allowed will be a re- 
volver, 

The superintendent of the park will 
be given authority to Isdue licenses to 
guides, and no ono will be permitted 
to act as a guidg who has not secured 
a license. The superintendent will fiz 
the. maximum charges to be mado by 
the guldes, and in case any guide does 
not Ive up to. the regulations of the 
park the suporintendent may take away. 
his lcense. 

Where tourists are desirous of “es- 
tablishing a permanent camp the Min- 
ister of Lands and Mines has author- 
{ty to issue Hcenses of occupation for

‘on being well served, and at a very 
cheap rate.” . y 
~This:notice appeared In the Essex 
Gazette of Massachusetts on the 18th 
of June, 1771, five years: before tho 
‘signing of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence, Despite Mr. Trask’s assurance 
sthat his rate was cheap, chocolate was 
very expensive and beyond the purse of 
-any but the wealthy folk. Wouldn't 
they be surprised to seo bow generally. 
chocolate is sold these days in packages 
as cheap as a penny? x 

When the Spa soldice Cortes con- 
que@ed Mexico In 1519 he found the 
people very fond of a drink called 
“chocolat.” This was served to the 
ruler Montezuma in a cup of solid gold. 
When the Spaniards went home they 
introduced this drink into’ thelr coun- 
try, but it remained very expensive. 
The secret of its preparation was never 
allowed to get out of Spain. Now It is 
the cheapest article of food and drink 
we have. 








MARIETY IN CHEWING. 


Gum and Tobacco Are Not the Only 
Materials Utilized. 

Gum chicle, which forms the baals of 
most American chewing gums, Is by no 
means the only chewing material; 
though chewlng gum has spread over 
a lJarge portion of the world. 

Among the old fasbfoned the gum of 
the spruce tree {Is still In greater favor, 
and druggists near the great spruce 
belts drive a thriving trade In the brown 
lumps. 

Althgogh the chicle comes from the 
tropic#, it is scldom used as a chewlng 
gum there, uncured rubber being the 
fashion. In Peru “cuca,” or cocoa 
leaves, form the staple chew, the plant 
belng a powerful stimulant, since from 
its leaves cocaine is extracted. In the 
east the betel nut fs chewed In prefer- 
ence, the nut being prepared with lime. 
To it might be accorded the place of 
first prominence, since because of the 
congestion of population practically 
one-tenth of tho human race givo It 
thelr preference, D 

One of the oddest chews Is the Jeaden 
bullet which the English soldier uscd 
to chew before the introduction of the 
jacketed bullets now in use. They de 
clared that it lessened their thirst and 
to some extent deadencd thelr hunger 
on long marches.

ODD THINGS ABOUT WORDS, 


When the Word “Lunch” Was First 
Used It Meant a “Lump.” 

A “lunch,” etymologically, is just a 
lump. In the sixteenth century ao 
“lunch of bacon” meant merely a slice 
or-hunk of it. So Burns speaks of 
bread and ‘cheese “dealt about In 
lunches,” and Scott records that “little 
Benjie was ramming a huge luncheon 
of ple crust fnto jouth.” While in 
modern times “ie * Is an abbrevia- 
tion from “luncheon,” the latter was 
originally an elongation of “lunch.” A 
philologist shows how the old “noon 
shenk,” noon drink, came to mean noon 
eating, and to appear as “nunsheon,” 
and the development thereafter of 
“luncheon” from “lunch” was very 
natural. 

Curious changes of words sometimes 
take placo between two languages, 
Thus English has borrowed the French 
“poseur’ and has given to France 
“snob” In trade. Frenchmen have a 
way of taking a polysyllable word and 
using balf of It. Thus of “stcepic- 
chasy they have appropriated the 
“steeple,” and now the French sports- 
man speaks of “mounting a steeple” 
when be means to ride a race over the 
customary obstacles. A smoking Jack- 
et ls with him 9 “smoking” and a sicep- 
tog car is “sleeping.” 





Inspired a Noble Poem. 

It was the daguerreotypist Hesler of 
Chicago who Inspired Longfellow to 
write “Hiawatha.” Mr. Hesler was 
one of the most eminent of his profes- 
sion, and {n 1851 the London world’s 
fair awarded him the prize medal for 
daguerreotypes. One of them, a pic- 
ture of the falls of Minnchaha, came 
into the poct’s possession and furnished 
Immedinte {nspiration for the poem. 
In testimony gf his debt to Mr. Hesler 
Longfellow sent him a bound volume 
of bis poems with his signature and 
compliments on the fly leaf.

Forty-Three Years Ago Byron Took It 
in the Street of Nottingham on 
King’s Wedding Day. 

Few people are perhaps aware, that 
the frst. flashlight photograph of 
which there {s any record, was taken 
on the day that saw the marriage of 
This 
historic pleture fs still preserved b: 
the photographer—Mr, Joseph Byron, 
an Englishman, who has been for 
twenty years a resident In New York. 

At the time the Nashiight was mado 
Mr. Byron was living In his © native 
clty of Nottingham, and the subject 
of the picture was a great gathering of 
People Jo witness the firework display 
in celebration of the wedding of the 
then Prince and Princess of Wales. Mr, 
Byron was Uttle more than a boy then, 
but even ax Ons ago as that he knew 
all there vg to be learned about pho- 
tography. he {dea of taking a photo- 
xtaph by artificial ight had occurred 
to him long before he was able to put 
it to the test, but he had been laughed 
at so unmercifully that he determined 
to try his first experiment in secret. 

“To make this Picture,” Mr, Byron 
sald to the writer recently, “I used the 
ordinary fire together with a large 
quantity of magnesium ribbon, for 
magnesium.powder had not then been 
invented. Having decided to make the 
picture on March 10th, 1863, I walted 
anxiously until ft became dark, and 
then I set up my tripod on a spot which 
was practically deserted, but which 
commanded &@ good view of the thous- 
&ads who had come to Watch the fca- 
Uvitles. / 

“Having focused my camera on the 
spot where the people “were thickest 
I insertéa - my’ biggest’ plate-holder, 
drew the ‘slide, “and exposed the’ plate 
to a full opening. Then I took a broom-- 
handle on which I had nailed several 
magnesium ribbon ‘and

That was over forty years ago, and 
since then I have made something like 
half a million flashlights in Great Bri- 
taln and America.”

Wu Ting Fang, Former Chineas Minis- 
ter to U. 8, Does Not See Any 
Benger of Anti-Foreign Uprising. 


Pekin, Feb, 24.—Wu Ting Fang, for- 
mer Chinese Minister to the United 
States, when interviewed for the first 
timo yesterday on the existing silua- 
tion In China; spoke in support of the 
boycott. Wu Ting Fang Is now living 
quictly In Pekin, dévoting ‘his time 
to codifying the laws of China, one of 
the numerous reforms under way. 
Speaking of present conditions, Wu 
Ting Fang said in the course of the in- 
terview: 

“One thing upon which the majority 
of Chinese are agreed is that China 
has been deprived of many rights by

Imperial House Debate Developes 
Considerable Bitterness. 


Amendment Censuring ths Government 
Policy ts Overwhelmingly ‘Lost— 
The Liberal Position — Premier 
Campbell-Bannerman Declares One 
of Mr. Chamberlain's Statements to 
Be Falee—Transvcal Will Settle It. 


Lonfon, Feb, 24—An amendment to 
the address to the throne, in reply to 
tie King’s speech at the opening of 
Parilament, expressing regret at the 
fact that the Government had brought 
the reputation of the country into con- 
tempt by describing the employment 
of Chinese in South Africa as slavery, 
was defeated In the House of Commons 
yesterday afternoon by 416 to 91 votes. 

The debate, which lasted two days, 
developed considerable bitterness. 

The Liberal Positon. 

Briefly summed up to the Liberal 
policy {s that there shall be no ¥lolent 
expulsion of the Chinese, but that whlie 
some of the great servile conditions of 
indenture will be elimimated, the ult!- 
mate decision of the question is to be 
left to a responsible Government of the 
Transvaal. 

Joseph Chamberiain, and other mem- 
bers of the Opposition declared the 
Government had ridden In power on 
false pretences. Mr, Chamberlain as- 
serted that he had been'Informed that 
the mining magnates had approved 
the Government’s proposals, yhich 
could not be carried out for s 
years. 

Says Statement Is False. 

Premier Campbell-Bannermin here 
interrupted Mr. Chamberialn, saying 
the statement was false. 

Chancellor of the Exchequer Asquith 
zald that though he would Ike to do 
so, the Government could not take a 
wet sponge and wipe the hateful ordin- 
ance off the statutes, 

However no new license for the im- 
portation of cooll¢s would be issued, 
the ordinance would be amended, and 
all coolles desiring to leave South 
Africa would be repatriated at the cost 
of imperial exchequer, 

Transvaal to Decides. | 

When a responsible Government 1s 
established in the Transvaal it- would 
have full power to determine whether 
to retain the Chinese. But the condl- 
tons would be subject to the assent 
of the Imperial Government. 

Trading on the Stock Exchange open- 
ed much more cheerful yesterday, al! 
departments sharing in the Improve- 
ment. Kaffirs had an appreciably bot- 
ter tone on the statement of Winston 
Spencer Churchill, Under Secretary o 
State for the Colonies, In the House

More Hopeful Feetling. 

Algeciras, Feb. 24.—Tho first feeling 
of depression over Germany's rejection 
of the French proposals is gradually 
wearing off, and a silghtly more hope- 
ful feeling Is observable among the 
delegates. 

This is due largely to the amicable 
spirit shown between the French and 
German delegates during the formal de- 
bates on the Moroccan Bank question.

Otlawa, Feb. 26.—During the last 
xeasion of Parilament the Government 
announced that it was deemed expedi- 
ent to- place a check upon the growing 
circuiation In Canada of United States 
allver colnage. Accordingly a scheme 
Was propounded whereby the Canadicn 
banks would be pfild for collecting this 
colnage and shipping it out of the coun- 
try, thus creating a wider circulation 
for Canadian sliver money. On the Ist 
of March, therefore, the sweep of Am- 
erican silver from Canada will begin. 
The Department of Finance has com- 
pleted arrangements with the barks 
for the coilection of all forelgn sliver 
in circulation throughout the Dominion. 
Such money will be sent to Washington 
and exchanged for gold. 

It ts roughly estimated that nearly 
31,000,000 of United States silver Is in 
circulation in Canada. When this ts

How. the Ore ts Removed From the 
Ground and What Happens to it Be- 
fore’ tt'‘Reaches' the Smelter—The 
Roast Yard and the Awful.8cene of 
Desolation it Presents, nee 
Ariz rit

Copper Ciltt, Feb, 22. 

To realize in some measure what has 
Been “accomplished in such a short 
time as has elapsed since the discovery 
of the nicke} deposits at Sudbury it is 
necessary to recall that in 1886 Copper 
Clft was still a wilderness. The ground 
was covered: with a tangle of fallen 
trees and thick underbrush, through 
which projected tho spectral skeletoré 
of Jarred pines that bore testimony to 
the terrible destructiveness of the for- 
est flres of forty years before.’ At the 
resent time perhaps five thousand peo- 
ple directly or Indirectly draw: their 
lving from the ores discovered in this 
wilderness, From Sudbury as a centre 
& circle of twenty miles might be de- 
scrited to ‘the north and wost that 
Would contain almost all the nickel to 
be found oa the North American con- 
tinent. ° : 

The only evidence which tho ore 
gives of jis presence beneath the sur- 
face 19 a rpd rusty stain on the rocks, 
known as “ROZZAD,” or ox the Germans 
call it, “Irqn hat." This is caused by 
the’ rust ofthe jron ore,- which has 
stained the' gravel and oanenlea ft Into 
& conglomerate in which the pebbles are, 
imbedded like’ -ralsins In_a-pudding. 
The glaclers long, ago #craped away 
f thin’ore, and spread ! 
Mt over the country:to/the south, Un- 
der ihls capping of “gorzant the un- 
alloyed ore is revealed asa bright shin- 
iox mineral in the black dlorite. The 
ore occurs In large masses,often sov- 
eral hundred feet In width, which Ie 
usually between the black diorite on the 
One side and the red granite on the 
other, . 

As a rule most of the nickel deposits 
around Sudbury are worked as “open 
pits,” which means simply that a hole 
{s dug in the ore, and that around this 
hole afr drills are set up, preparing the 
Way for the use of dynamite. The ore 
as it Is broken off ‘from the elde by 
the explosions of dynamite falls to the 
bottom, where It fs loaded into tram 
cara and carried to the shaft, which ts 
sunk on one side of the ore pit. This 
shaft serves to holst the ore to the sur- 
face and to the top of what Is knowa 
&s the “rock house.” As you stand on 
the rock af one side of the Creighton 
mine, the largest deposit of nickel tn 
the world, you see before you an Im- 
tmense pit funnelled Ike tHe mouth of 
® volcano. From this pit arises an In- 
cessant clacking and throbbing. Ciing- 
ing to the sides you sce the men at 
Work with alr drills. At the bottom you 
seo what at the distance looks like a 
small army of pigmies, loading the ore 
Into the tram cars, Deslde you rises 
up & towering structure not unlike a 
grain elevator, This fs the “rock 
house.” Aninclined railway leads from 
the top of this structure and dlsappears 
Ints the xhaft which ts cut through tho 
rock beside the ore As you watch a 
square bucket, or “skip” as the min- 
ers call It, emerges from the pit and 
starts up the Incilne. As it passes up 
it touches 2 lever, a shrill’ whistle 
rounds, and a second after you hear 
tho rattle of, the ore as It falls from 
the overturned “skip™ Into the top of 
the rock house. Another second and 
the “skip” rattles down again and dis- 
appears Into the carth, and every fow 
tinutes the process Is repeated. Mean- 
while the drills are at work on the 
sides of tho open pit. As you watch 
there comes e-sudden rush. Men are 
secn scrambiigg.up tho plt sides and 
removing tho drills, A few minutes 
More and you see the men running to 
cover behind railway cars or under 
trestles: Then romebody calls *fre!” 
A tremendous explosion follows, which 
reverberatea like the discharge of a 
battery of artillery. The ore, which 
has been displaced by the dynamhe, 
rattles down the sldes of the ple with 
a nolse Ilke thunder. Then the men ree 
turn and again take up the work of 
loading the tram cars. ms 

Let uy climb to the top of the tres. 
tle and sce what Is golng on Inside tho 
feck hause, The building shakes as you 
ascend the stairway ‘that risds on tho 
outside. A crunching no!se fills your 
ears, As you enter the building by a 
Mttle doorway al seeths darkhess. As 
you pecr through the gloom somebody 
yells at you.’ You Jump into a@ corner. 
A second iater the bullding trembics as 
the ore car, which you had been watch- 
ing outside, dumps its load of 5 ton or 
80 of broken rock on the spot where you 
had been standing. The house Is Neht- 
ed up with a million rparks from the 
concussion. As the car diseppears on 
its downwatd Journcy half a dozen men 
rush forward, with shovels and feed. the 
ore Into the giplog maw _ of the Insat- 
fable crusher which throbs and puls- 
ates Ike a thing allve. As you peer 
bolow you see the ore falling in frag- 
ments from the Size of a man’s fist to 
that of a boy's’ marble Into a revolving 
screen, This screen 1g perforated with 
holes of various sizes which serve to 
separate the ore and classify it, drop- 
ping each xize Into the bin prepared 
to receive ft. At a lower level under 
these. bins are openings at which 
workmen from.time to time, by oper- 
Oting levers, allow the ore to fall Into 
flat cars which’ pass along in sections 
to receive thelr loads. As you watch 
these cars you; notice that about two- 
thirds of them aro filled with coarse 
Ore about the size of the anthracite 
coul used in the furnaces of dwelling 
houses. One or two cars will be filled 
with a amiiler size, about as large as 
Engtish walnuts.”’ This, the foreman 
tells you, f% called “raggins.” If you 
ask why it is called “raggins” he tells 
you he does not Know. Three or four’ 
cars of the train‘are filled with a much 
finer ore. It is almost.Mko dust. This 
is called “fines,” and you can guess the 
derivation for yourself. 

The ore ia taken direct from the 
mines to the “roast yards" at Copper 
Cif. These Ne about a mile to th 
north of the village and present per- 
haps tho most depressing scene of 
earthly desolation to be found in Can-

When it reaches the ‘roast 
yards it {s unloaded on founda- 
tlons of cordwood about eighteen 
inches thick, Each. bed carries 
from 1,500 to 3000 tons of ore. The 
coarse ore forms the bulk of the pile.

The wood is then ignited. The ore scon 
takes fire, and {f loft alone will burn 
for nine months or a‘Year. As a ru'e 
‘the ore lg Jeft<to-burn’ from three to 
four months, before it ts taken-to the 
smelter.
